I was 
decorating the grave of John Douglas, 
private in a Pennsylvania regiment of

‘What you say,” I remarked, “excites 
■y curiosity. I served in the campaigns 
dong this river, and I shall be deeply in¬ 
terested if you will tell mo the story." 
This he did us we sat side by side on the 
bank of the riVcr. 

“The Pennsylvania regiment to which 
I belonged,” sa’id he, "formed part of the 
force with which General Sherman at¬ 
tempted to attack Vicksburg by way of 
the Yazoo river. We, nscended the river 
on transports on Dec. 25,1862, and began 
operations on the following day. Be¬ 
tween us and Vicksburg lay a swampy 
region intersected by numerous bayous. 
After several skirmishes it was found 
impossible to force a passage through the 
swamps, which were passable only by 
narrow causeways, commanded by Con¬ 
federate batteries, and the attempt was 
abandoned after a few days. 

“In the last of these skirmishes I was 
severely wounded and was. left unnoticed 
by my comrades in a dense canebrake 
■upon their return to the Yazoo after the 
.attempt had failed. I lay for some time 
.in a semiconscious condition, securely 
•screened from the eyes of my enemies, as 
S bad been, unfortunately, from those of 
.my friends. My condition was truly de¬ 
plorable, for I was not only seriously 
‘wounded and weak from the' loss of 
blood, buritbe causeway was now patrol¬ 
led by Confederate soldiers, and even

“Without any definite purpose to guide 
toy steps, hut impressed hy the necessity 
of leaving tt position where I Was in dan¬ 
ger of being captured, I moved aimlessly 
through the dense thicket in a direction 
which led me away from the causeway. 
’A slight frost had rendered the swampy 
soil more firm, and the chief difficulty en¬ 
countered Was In making my way 
through the cane and hushes and inter¬ 
lacing vines, 

“After slowly groping about in this 
manner for three or foul* hours I saw ris¬ 
ing ground fn front of me and an open¬ 
ing in the thick growth of trees crowning 
it which I thought indicated a near ap¬ 
proach to the abode of man, If my con¬ 
jecture Were correct, temporary relief was 
at band, for even enemies would not re- 
fnsc to aid one In my pitiable condition, 
tjpoii reaching the opening In the Woods 
t saw a neat, Whitewashed cottage, sur¬ 
rounded by an orchard, a short distance 
in front of me, while in rear of the house 
a small, well cultivated farm extended 
lawn the opposite slope to A bayou where 
the oasis abruptly ended, 

“Completely exhausted and feeling that 
even death Would be a relief, I painfully 
made my way to the gate leading through 
the orchard to the cottage, tfpon reach¬ 
ing it I saw in the path before me a tall, 
beautiful girl, and then I remember noth¬ 
ing more. When 1 recovered conscious¬ 
ness, I found myself lying in bed In a 
tastefully furnished room, The conclu¬ 
sion was forced upon me that I had fall¬ 
en into kind hands, and then, just as I 
.recalled the vision Of a beautiful being in 
•white, the girl herself stood before me, 
“IIow can I describe her beauty—her 
perfection of form?

A GRAND ARMY CATECHISM. 

Items of Information About tbe Or- 
‘ der of Veterans. 

What is the G. A. R. ? 

An association of veteran soldiers who 
served in the northern armies between 
April, 1861, and August, 1865. The first 
G. A. R. post was instituted at Decatur, 
Ills., in April, 1866. The posts in fie, 
Several states are organized into-depart- 
ments, as department of New York, de¬ 
partment of Iowa, and so on. The heads 
of departments bear the title of depart¬ 
ment commander. The head of the" pa-, 
•tional body is called commander in chief. 1 

What is the uniform? 

The uniform -varies in the several de¬ 
partments, and many posts adopt an in¬ 
dividual pattern. As a rule, the uniform 
is a modification of former military styles. 
The prevailing color is dark blue. 

Is there any distinctive hat? 

The large black hat with gilt cord and 
deep crease in the crown has become 
known as the Grand Army hat. Gray 
hats of the same ■ shape are also much 
worn. The army forage cap with a 
straight visor has been officially adopted 
by some posts and departments. 

What are the badges worn by the G. 
A. R. men? 

On parade'the veterans wear the badges 
of the army corps in which they served 
during the wnr, army society badges, 
regimental badges and the G. A. R. mem-

bership, badge surmounted by an eagle 
and having a five pointed pendant. The 
G. A. R. badge is an honorary decoration 
bestowed upon each comrade at the time 
of his muster into the order. 

What does the eagle on the G. A, R, 
badge signify? 

The eagle, perched on crossed cannon 
and clutching a sword in its talons, is 
emblematic of defense. The object of its 
protection is the flag, which is the ribbon 
of the order. 

What do the figures on the center of 
the star represent? 

The Goddess of Liberty stands for 
loyalty, the soldier and sailor clasping 
hands for fraternity, and the children 
symbolize the third virtue held sacred 
by the order—namely, charity. The star 
of pvery badge is made from metal of 
cannons captured in battle. 

What good purpose does the G. A, K. 
serve? 

The order keeps alive the memory of

The hotter 
the water the whiter the fabric will 
be. Rub until all the soiled marks are 
removed; then wring and place in a 
tub,' where boiling water may be pour¬ 
ed over it or, better still, boil for ten 
minutes. To the scald add a little 
powdered borax. The rinsing water 
should be cold, with a little bluing in it 
to insure a snow whiteness. The waist 
should be starched in the ordinary 
manner, using the same kind of starch 
described for colored waists. This ap¬ 
plies to the laundering of all white 
garments. 

After the waist is thoroughly dry 
sprinkle it with cold water until it is 
moderately damp. Have some cold 
starch ready, using four tablespoonfuls 
of powdered starch to one pint of wa¬ 
ter. Dip the collar or collar band, cuffs 
and waist fronts into the starch one 
at a time and be sure that every thread 
of the linen composing those parts is 
saturated with starch. Then fold the 
garment for a few minutes, and it is 
ready for ironing. Here the results de¬ 
pend much upon the temperature of 
the iron, and nice discrimination is re¬ 
quired to avoid too much or too little 
heat. When ironing a colored waist, 
either of silk or cotton fabric, one 
should not use too hot an iron, and yet 
it must be hot enough to iron smooth¬ 
ly without blistering or sticking to 
the stareh. An overheated iron injures 
bright colors as much as do hot wa-

It is with some hesitation, that I 
present to you to-day, the subject 
of “Bird Millineryfor it is a sub¬ 
ject concerning which, most worn 
en, strangely enough, are very sen¬ 
sitive,’ deeming it a purely person¬ 
al question, and one which every 
woman should be permitted to de¬ 
cide for herself,. While not dis¬ 
senting from this position, I still 
feel that it is a question that 
should be candidly considered by 
every one concerned in the use of 
birds, .and by every one interested 
in the welfare of the world; and 
that it should find a place in the 
W. C. T. U. work. The time has 
come when every woman must de¬ 
cide, consciously and deliberately, 
whether she will continue to fur¬ 
nish a market and a demand for 
dead birds, thereby doing her ut¬ 
most to accomplish their extermi¬ 
nation, or whether she will take a 
stand becoming a humane, Chris¬ 
tian woman,aad refuse to have any 
part in this crime against the most 
beautiful of God’s creations. And 
to decide -Jhis question aright, we 
have need to know what is invol¬ 
ved in it—what of cruelty to the 
birds, what of extravagance in our¬ 
selves, and what of danger and loss 
to the world. The experience of 
the last few years must convince 
every thoughtful person that there 
has been, and still is, some great 
disturbance in the economy of na¬ 
ture, an unbalancing of the forces 
of animal and vegetable life;—a 
disturbance which threatens the 
very existence of vegetable life— 
a strong assertion, but, as we shall 
see, we have good authority for the 
statement. This disturbance is 
felt in every department of agri 
culture, but particularly among 
gardeners and fruit growers. The 
raising of these products in ordi 
nary farming communities is no 
longer a profitable industry. Our 
agricultural and horticultural jour¬ 
nals are full of complaints of the rav. 
ages of various Insects, that have 
made their appearance in ruinous 
numbers, within recent years, with 
disastrous consequences to ail 
manner of fruits. In many sections, 
the apple is almost an entire fail, 
ure. The various plums, once so 
plenteous in Hew England, are no 


birds, the world will become un¬ 
inhabitable, for birds preserve the 
balance of nature; without them 
every vestige of vegetation would 
soon be destroyed, And yet, even 
at the present rate of destruction, 
it is estimated that they save to 
the farmers and fruit growers of 
this country, more than $100,000,- 
000, annually. 

A writer in the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica gives the names of 
many birds, once common in the 
islands of our coasts and of Eng¬ 
land, that have become extinct 
since the settlement of America, 
several of them within the present 
century. W. T. Hornaday, director 
of the Hew York Zoological Socie¬ 
ty’s park, estimates that bird life 
in this country has decreased 46 
per cent, during the last fifteen 
years; and he claims “that unless 
much more radical and much more 
general protective measures are 
taken forthwith, the next fifteen 
years will witness the total anni¬ 
hilation of all our birds, except 
the warblers and sparrows.” This 
decrease varies in the different 
States. In some it is high as 75%.

longer seen on our tables, or in our 
markets. The damson, the pome¬ 
granate, the gages, the cherry, the 
currant, are almost things of the 
past. Even the grapes, in some 
sections, like the apple, are too 
wormy to be eaten, until we are 
ready to take up the lamentation 
of the ancient prophet,—“That 
which the palmer worm hath left, 
(hath the locust eaten; and that 
which the locust hath left, hath 
the * canker worm eaten; and 
that which the canker worm hath 
left, hath the caterpillar eaten.’’ 
And we cry, “what is the cause of 
this blight?” And yet our scien¬ 
tists—our ornithologists and en¬ 
tomologists, has been warning us 
for years, that just this was to be 
the result of the wanton destruc¬ 
tion of birds, that has been going j 
on for centurie's, not only in our own 
country, but all over the world; 
and we have paid little heed to 
their warnings. But still the des¬ 
truction goes on increasing year by 
year, until one species of birds af 
ter another becomes extinct. And 
still we lament the failure of our 
farm products, the scarcity of 
fruits, the loss of our shade trees, 
and the dying out of our forests 
According to the census of 1890, 
the farms of the United States 
number 4,564,641, with a total acre¬ 
age of 623,218,619, and a valuation 
of $13,2/9,252,649. The products of 
these farm and fruit lands Is val¬ 
ued at $2,460,107,454, per year. But 
the damage to these products by 
insects and small animals, upon 
which birds feed, is estimated at 
from $200,000,000 to $400,000,000 an¬ 
nually ; and this does not include 
file Joss to our shade trees and for¬ 
ests. A difference of only one per 
cent, in the value of these crops, 
amounts to $24,601,074—more than 
the entire millinery and lace in¬ 
terest of the United States.
